Hostages Released Unharmed 


NASHVILLE, 
Tenn.

State Penitentiary officials sou ght 
today to learn how a pair of dan­ 
gerou s conv icts got the two pistols 
they u sed to hold 19 persons host­ 
age for 25 tense hou rs. 
Warden Ly nn Homar began the 
inv estigation late Thu rsday after 
Robert Riv era and Ray mond Kar­ 
ra su rrendered meekly when their 
scaled-down demands were met. 
The hostages, three women and 
16 men, were released u nharmed. 
The warden told newsmen the 
pistols might hav e come from a 
gu ard, 
not 
identified, 
who was 
fired last 
month 
for smu ggling 
gu ns into the prison. Ile said the 
former gu ard was not prosecu ted, 
bu t c h a r g e s may 
he 
placed 
against him “ in the light of what 
has happened.” 
F arra, 25, a nativ e of Border­ 
land, W. Va., is listed on prison 
records as insane and capable of 
m u rder. He is serv ing a life sen­ 
tence for kidnaping. He was com ­ 
mitted to the prison after escaping 
from a mental institu tion, 
Riv era, 24, from Temple, Tex ., 
was called by officials “ one of the 
most dangerou s prisoners ev er to 
enter this 
penitentiary .” 
He 
is 
serv ing 40 y ears for arm ed rob­ 
bery . 
The pair grabbed 21 hostages 
at 
the 
depu ty 
w arden’s 
office 
shortly after 3 p.m. W'ednesday 
as prisoners were being paid scrip 
for work done. 
One 
hostage, 
inmate 
Sam 
Broy les, was released du ring the 


night becau se he was ill. Another, 
Jack Warrick, a telephone opera 
tor-gu ard, was tu rned loose sev eral 
hou rs later for the same reason. 
Riv era and Farra first dem and­ 
ed a car and three state employ es 
as shields to accompany them on 
a ru n for freedom. This was flatly 
refu sed. 
After a tense night and day of 
negotiating with state and prison 
officials, they finally cam e ou t u n­ 
der

They

Dav idson Cou nty Jail here “ u n­

Macmillan To Confer 
With U.S. Chief on

- British 
Prim e Minister Harold Macmillan 
is ex pected to u rge President Ei­ 
senhower to agree to a modified 
v ersion of the Sov iet proposal for 
banning nu clear weapons tests. 
Macmillan, who will meet with 
Eisenhower nex t week, is u nder­ 
stood to fav or a time limit of 
abou t two y ears on the proposed 
moratoriu m on small u ndergrou nd 
tests.

flatly reject the Sov iet plan, it is 
u nderstood.

Khru shchev

ex ile in Paris. Then the Sov iet Un­ 
ion s present leader was whisked 
off to the Ely see Palace for anoth­

Khru shchev ’s v isit to the modest 
third floor apartment in a work­ 
ers’ section produ ced an almost 
hy sterical welcome, perhaps the 
most enthu siastic pu blic demon­ 
stration since he arriv ed Wednes­ 
day .

Smoking Seen 


As Trigger 


For Perk-up 


NEW YORK (AP) — Smoking 
may giv e y ou a lift by triggering 
release 
of 
a 
perk-u p 
chemical 
deep in the brain, a British sci­ 
entist su ggested Unlay . 
Tftis chemical may , in part, be 
responsible for the “ pleasu re of 
smoking” said Dr. J. H. Bu rn of 
Ox ford Univ ersity . 
Nicotine from tobacco smoke en­ 
ters the blood stream and it cou ld 
u nlock 
stores 
of 
the 
chemical, 
called norepinephrine, Bu rn said 
in a talk prepared for a sy mpos­ 
iu m partly sponsored by the To­ 
bacco Indu stry Research Commit­ 
tee. 
Norepinephrine 
is 
a 
chemical 
cou sin to the hormone adrenalin 
which 
makes 
y ou r 
heart 
race 
when y ou ’re in danger. 
Bu rn ex plained: 
“ It seems to me ex tremely like­ 
ly that the pleasu re of smoking is 
in part deriv ed from the release 
of norepinephrine from its store 
in the brain by nicotine, the re­ 
lease giv ing an increased feeling 
of cheerfu lness and a sense of 
relief from fatigu e.” 
Nicotine from 
smoking speeds 
u p the heart, he said, probably by 
releasing this sam e chemical from 
special storage u nits in the heart. 
This same chemical, liberated 
by nicotine, m ay be responsible 
for the sharp fall in skin tem pera­ 
tu res cau sed by smoking cigar­ 
ettes, he said. 


House-Passed Civil

If the Hou se bill is passed

the Senate withou t change, it will 
go directly to President Eisenhow­ 
er for his approv al. 
Shou ld 
the Senate

am endments, the measu re wou ld 
hav e to go back to the Hou se. 
This w'ou ld giv e Sou thern oppo­ 
nents there, particu larly on the 
piv otal 
Hou se 
Ru les Committee 
a chance to block any action for 
weeks or ev en months. 
After receiv ing the Hou se bill 
Thu rsday , the Senate v oted 86 -5 
to refer it to its Ju diciary Com 
mittee for consideration, bu t fix ed 
a Tu esday midnight deadline tor 
its retu rn to the Senate. 
The action was taken on motion 
of

Leader 
Ly ndon 
B. 
Johnson (D-Tex ) after the Senate 
rejected, 72-19 , a mov e by Sen.

Nicotine from smoking siieeds 
up the heart, he said, probably by 
releasing this same chemical from 
special storage units in the heart. 
This same chemical, liberated 
by nicotine, may be responsible 
for the sharp fall in skin tem pera­ 
tures caused by smoking cigar­ 
ettes, he said.

The Cured Cancer Club is fun­ 
damentally like Alcoholics Anon­ 
ymous. Its 
members 
seek out 
others who need help and the 
greatest help, of course, is the 
psycholociaal one. of learning to 
believe that it is possible to out­ 
live this dread disease Some 15 
clubs have been organized in the 
United States. 
I still receive 
mad from all 
•orts of people advising me not 
to listen to physicians or 
surg 
eons but to eat 
rose-buds or 
drink vegetable sy rup or stand 
on my head or some other kind of 
nonsense. These amateurs are a 
perd to those who have a cancer 
because they lead patients away 
from 
therapy 
to 
hocus-pocus. 
The frightened patient prefers ho­ 
cus - pocus, He may live that way 
for many y ears. 
On the other hand, my cancer 
was cut out and I have been at 
work 
ever 
since, 
carry ing 
a 
schedule that is heavier than I 
did before I was operated. These 
naturopaths, or whatever they 
call themselves, can convince me 
that surgery is wrong when they 
can prove to me that I am dead. 
As a matter of fact, the .surgeon 
who worked on me, with the in­ 
spiring 
na m e of Dr. 
George 
Slaughter, 
is 
now’ working on 
Genera! Douglas MacArthur, and 
I shall never forget the day he 
came into my room in the hospit­ 
al and said to me: 
"Look. I need y our nurses for 
another case. Get the hell out of 
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here. w ll y ou?” 
This may not have been very 
po l i t e talk but it sure is good 
medicine for a cancer patient 
who tends to feel sorry for him­ 
self 
The Cured Cancer Club is one 
of those "togetherness” efforts 
and I s u ppo s e many persons 
need human crutches to lean on. 
Perhaps that is why so many Uke 
to sit on the porches of hotels dis­ 
cussing their operations, lf they 
went back to w’ork and forgot the 
whole thing, I think they would 
be b e t t e r off Or maybe not. 
Maybe, it is helpful to show one s 
scars. It proves something, per­ 
haps even something heroic. 
The truth probably is that in 
every household where there is 
an oldster, a statuette might be 
put in a niche for some doctor or 
surgeon who has saved a life, 
preserved the economic stability 
of a family, saved the sanity of 
an individual. We forget those 
technicians 
who, 
whether they 
charge much or little, give one a 
few y ears or a few decades of

Noise Akin to Human Ailments? 


For ir*©r* than 25 yearn psychologist* 
and other scientist* have directed consid­ 
erable attention to the baleful effect of 
noise upon the hum an mind and nervous 
«\ item . 
R esearch by Dr*. Anthony. Ackerm an 
and Lloyd, reported in the Journal of the 
A m erican Acoustical Society, throws addi­ 
tional light on the problem . The ntfw «p- 
proach is to investigate the effect of noise 
en the endocrine defense aystem . which 
has m uch to do with resistance to disease. 
Laboratory rodents w ere e x p o s e d to 
weekly periods of noise, ranging from 20 
to 40 hours of high intensity im parts. The 
anim ala huddled together, fro*# into rigid, 
m otionless stance and acted in a general­ 
ly abnorm al m anner. Then 
they 
w e rt 
found to be m uch m ore susceptible to 
disease 
It would seem that such results ought to 
stim ulate m ore exhaustive research as to 


the effect of a wide variety of noises on 
hum an beings. It m ay be found that Illness 
and m ortality rates can be substantially 
reduced by cutting down on decibels 
A corollary m ight b t that noise in the 
form of discordant jar* or analogous •‘m u­ 
sic” has much to do with hum an ailm ents. 
Psychologists have already learned that 
nerve - scraping cacophony em ployed bv 
ja w bands and by vocalists who screech 
discords have a definitely bad effect. 
Possibly those rats. m ice and guinea 
pigs will not have died in vain.

Much publicity ha* been given to the 
great expansion of airline passenger tra f­ 
fic, but not so m uch to the faster growth 
of air freight. The Air Transport Associa­ 
tion says since the end of World War ll an 
freight traffic carried bv scheduled air­ 
line* In the U. S. has grown nine tun* 
faster than passenger traffic. 
Air freight traffic is growing faster than 
any other prom inent growth industry, Ny­ 
lon fabrics and froxen fruit juice*, for in­ 
stance, have grown only about one-third a* 
fast a* cargo by air. 
Last year U. S. airlines transported 595 


million ton-m iles of freight, or as m uch e v -1 
ary nine days as they carried in the entire J 
year of UMH. The service is now available 
at approxim ately 5,000 points in the United I 
States and IOO cities in other countries 
throughout the world. 
A pproxim ately one-half of the total air 
freight traffic is carried in so-called “ co m -1 
bination airc raft.’* with passengers, m ail, 
freight and express all aboard. But 135 a i r - i 
liners in the U. S. carry only cargo. The 
biggest new user of this service is Detroit 
—for its com pact cars.
